The explosion, 
it. appears, took place in the forward 
upper turret of the battleship while a 
charge wins being rammed in tile breach 
of a l.'!-inch gun. While this was being 
done, it was further asserted, connection 
was accidentally iinnde with the electric 
firing apparatus, and the explosion oc- 
curred. Lieut. John M. Hinlgins. one 
of the two officers killed, was In charge 
of the Dr'ng party, and .limit. Joseph 
W. Graeme, who Klicc/umbfed' to bis in- 
juries April 14th, wins attached to the 
armored cruiser Maryland, and iwns act- 
ing as umpire. He was taken ton board 
the .Maryland and died there.

BINGER HERMAN'S CASE. 

Representative From Oregon to Stand 
Trial for Crime. 

■ Washington, April 10. — The case of 
Representative Binger Hernmnn, of 
Oregon, who is charged with destroying 
certain official records of tire govern- 
ment concerning the business of the 
general land office, was called in the 
criminal count today, Justice Gould pre- 
siding.

'Phis haphazard method of nav- 
igation seems almost incredible upon a 
modern passenger vessel, but li certainly 
took place In this ease, and the commis- 
sion has reason to believe that other mas- 
ters are occasionally guilty of similar 
methods— In navigating, as one master tes- 
tified, by '•horse sense," which Is not a 
satisfactory substitute" for accurate Infor- 
mation when human lives are concerned. 

(c) 1-lc allowed the two station men or 
lookouts to keep alternate watches of six 
hours each In length. A two-hour watch 
Is sufficiently long tor safety, and four 
hours should be the extreme. 

(0 He did nut require a bout drill of 
his crew and was not Intending to have 
one probably until he reached Pllget 
Sound.

guard (be boats, and the crew training re- 
quired for such an operation would be 
rarely found on any merchant vessel, and 
certainly did not exist on lhe Valencia. 
Considerable allowance, however, must he 
made for the confusion and alarm at this 
lime, and for the desire of lhe captain to 
lake prompt action. 

Captain Johnson's conduct after the ves- 
sel .struck and the boats had been lowered 
was satisfactory, and be apparently did 
till he eould for the safely and comfort of 
his passengers, and showed courage and 
judgment. 

The commission regrets that it Is obliged 
to criticise ihe actions of a man who 
went down Willi his ship, and who Is un- 
able to defend himself; but for the Mm- 
plete understanding of this disaster and 
Ibe proper establishment of the important 
lessons thereof, ii Is necessary to call at-

This Is probable, Inasmuch as 
Captain Patterson was a master of wide 
experience and excellent ability la matters 
of navigation, ami doubtless Mr. Pharo 
relied upon hiin fop practical Judgment In 
these matters. The commission therefore 
believes dial Ihe legal responsibility for 
tills order rests upon Mr. Pharo and the 
moral responsibility upon Captain Patter- 
son, and Hint both of them are highly een- 
cttrnble for having issued or sanctioned 

this oriler. 

U Is bard to understand the motive for 
this order. Probably it was the desire 
that tlie Queen should return and resume 
her regular business In tl nmercial In- 
terests of the company, though it must 
bo said that the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company, throughout, the entire mutter, 
seems to have spared no effort or expense, 
except in Oils one case, ti) effect a rescue 
and to relieve Hut .survivors. Both of 
' hesc men argued on lhe witness stand 
that upon ihe arrival of the Topeka, which 
drew seventeen feet, the presence of the 
Queehi which drew twenty-one tet, was 
no longer of any use. as she was unable 
to go In as shallow water as tlie Topeka, 
and, being a larger vessel, was less easily 
handled, and that, Inasmuch as only one 
vessel was needed there, the Topeka was 
the one that should have remained, This 
argument shows the error of their entire 
position. 

Need for Rescue Vessels 
There was need for as ninny vessels there 
Help them to work I i,s could lie gotten. When the Topeka ar- 
i to flush off all tho ' r,v ? a , alongside the Queen, ihe Queen had 
not, by reason of (be haze, seen the wreck 
for nearly an hour. The Iramedlntc ques- 
tion was, therefore, not one of rescue, but 
of finding the wreck; and, as a matter of 
fact, tlio Topeka during the rest of that 

afternoon patrolled n boat of six or eight 

miles up and down the coast over and 

over again In the vail) ntt pi to find the 

wreck, l-'url hermore. Messrs. Logan and 
Dayklu testified that when the wreck 
broke up. about an hour after the depar- 
ture of the Queen, n number of those still 
remaining on tho wreck and all having 
life-preservers on, floated out. lo sea. It 
Is obvious, therefore, that had the Queen 
remained,. 'twice as much ground eould 
nave been covered bv the patrol In the 
attempt to find the wreck, and Lhe ofil- 



picking up some of the survivors filiating 
seaward from the wreck.' 

It: might easily have happened that 
while the Topeka was engaged in her vain 
search westward, the Queen, had she 
been there, might, by going In the other 
direction, have located the wreck again 
and picked up a number of those last vic- 
tims. II: Is, of course, Impossible to say 
whether the retention of the Queen at the 
scene of the wreck would have saved any 
lives, but it is equally hard to see why, 
under the circumstances and In view of 
the possibilities, she was nol ordered to 
remain. 

o— The officers or (he Topeka never saw 
(he wreck, ami therefore could take no 
means of rescue. The officers of the 
Queen; however, were In sight, of the 
wreck for about an hour (during pari, of 
which time (hey were occupied, II. is (rue, 
wilh conversations with the Czar), and the 
question of sending boats to the wreck 
was discussed by (be officers of the Queen 
and the masters and pilots on board, and 
was unanimously decided la the negative. 
This failure to 'make an attempt lo send 
boats to the wreck, or tu iliifL a rnfl to 
It. or to gel. a line to it, raises a question 
Which, of all others, the commission found 
most difficult to decide. Undoubtedly the 
sea was' of considerable strength ami the 
coast dangerous, there being apparently 
a continuous line of breakers between 
them and ihe Valencia. 

Might Have Drifted a Raft 
Unquestionably Hie men on board the 
Queen, as a matter of common humanity, 
desired lo ( | the best they could to elfee! 
a rescue; no men ill their position could 
have felt otherwise. On the other band, 
from the Incontestable experience of the 
boat and the llfertlfts from the Valencia, 
the commission believes thai there was a 
fair chance of establishing communication 
with the wreck either by wav of boats or 
i by drilling a raft to her, but the men 
of the Queen knew nothing nt the time of 
the experience of these rafts, and there 
was doubtless considerable Justification 
from their standpoint for their belief thai 
the establishment of this communication 
was practically Impossible. 

It was practically the unanimous opinion 
of a large number of witnesses that the 
ordinary lifeboat could have been safely 
taken in toward the wreck as long uh they 
kept outside of the line of breakers. Hill- 
side of Ibis line Hie sea was nol combing 
or breaking, and small boats would have 
been perfectly safe. This line of break- 
ers was probably not. more limn Jf ill to '_'00 
yards out from Ihe bow of the Valencia. 
'Had Ihe Queen and lhe Topeka bulb re- 
mained on the spot, and hail Ibe wreck 
been again located, a number of boats 
might have been held I US I outside Ihe line 
of breakers, and some of (he survivors 
drifting seaward would have been picked 
up. Furthermore; hail this close approach 
been made to the line of breakers with 
the boats the men In them might have been 
reason to change their opinion that a boat 
could not be gotten through the breakers, 
and a rescue might have thus been at- 
tempted directly to the wreck. More- 
over, had boals been thus seal lo the line 
of breakers before Ihe wreck was again 
located, Us location might have been as- 
certained in Ibis way. Hul for some 
lea- in no boats were lowered fur this 
purpose. II was claimed by some wit- 
nesses that II was unsafe lo lower a boat 
from the Queen on mat day, but. as a 
matter of fact, the Topeka did lower a 
boat with safety- and without difficulty 
about an hour laler to pick up il raft. 

flu this point, therefore, die commission 
desires lo express no opinion, but Is com- 
pelled lo observe that there was certainly 
no display of the .heroic daring I hat has 
often marked other such emergencies In 
our merchant murine. 

As to the Czar and Salvor 
G — As to lhe conduct of Ihe C/.ar and 
(be Salvor, the commission is under pe- 
culiar restrictions In stating any definite 
conclusions. These vessels are not of Am- 
erican registry and their officers are not 
subject to American laws. Furthermore, 
they owed no duty under the circum- 
stances except that of ordinary humanity; 
and, finally, with one exception, none of 
the officers of these vessels 'appeared be- 
fore the commission. Also, a conflict of 
testimony ovists as to whether the Czar, 
when she left the scene of lhe wreck, 
knew there was life on board the wreck 
or had any reason to think If possible. 

The established Tacts, therefore, are 
that Ihe Czar. In company with Ibe Sal- 
vor, lay off the wreck near the Queen 
While die wreck was visible; that the 
Czar approached within possibly a mile or 
a mile and a half of Ibe wreck: that she 
shipped considerable water: that she 

came back al once lo the Queen and re- 
ported that there was no life on the wreck: 
that Captain Cousins told her thai 
there was life there; Unit il. 
Is uncertain whether die officers of the 
Czar understood this informal ion ; that the 
Czar then stated that she was '•going for 
shelter." and in company with the Sal- 
vor left the scene while the wreck, was 
still visible. Any judgment of tills con- 
duct of the Czar and the Salvor must 
turn about the one point as lo whether 
the captain of the Czar knew there was 
life on the wreck or whether lie had any 
reason whatsoever to consider It possible. 

Two witnesses on the Queen swear to 
a discussion between the Queen and the 
Czar as to this question of life upon the 
wreck, and If this discussion actually 
tool; place, if, of course, must have raised 
nt least a question of doubt In the mind 
of tlie captain of (he Czar. The commis- 
sion believes that on tlie evidence as .sub- 
mitted to It the captain of the Czar had 
sufficient Information, either of his own 
or from the Queen, to raise n doubt at: 
least In his mind as to this point. The 
Salvor had no conversation with lhe 
Queen, and acted solely upon what the 
Czar told her. A witness who was present 
on the Salvor testified thus, ihe transcript 
of testimony, questions and answers, read- 
ing as follows: 
Q. I am after this point, captain: The

vation of life in Hie shape of lighthouses, 
fog signals, llfesavlng equipment and 
means of communication In the vicinity 
of the wreck. 

owing to die peculiar weather conditions 
at the' entrance to fhe straits, the Valen- 
cia was navigating in a haze which pre- 
vented her from seeing the lights, while 
at Cape Flattery light itself Ihe weather 
was clear ami lhe fog signals were not 
sounding; In other words, the most impor- 
tant light In tills entire course, to wit, 
that on Cape Flattery, is not placed In 
the zone where, by reason of the fog and 
the thick weather, Hie greatest, danger lies. 

The nearest United States llfesavlng 
station is on tile south side of Grays Har- 
bor, 110 miles away from the wreck, and 
therefore absolutely inadequate to cover 
tliis dangerous locality. 

The telegraphic communications from 
Cape Flattery and Neah Bay are of the 
most precarious kind, tlie wires being 
strung on trees and continually -out of or- 
der through falling trees and other acci- 
dents, ami when needed to secure tugs 
from Neah Bay to go to the wreck the 
wires were out of order. 

Wilderness of the Shores 
This part of Vancouver island Is sub- 
stantially an almost Impenetrable wilder- 
ness, with nothing of civilization in the 
interior in this vicinity and only a few 
inhabited points along th" coast. Almost 
a similar condition exists on the coast 
nl" the state of Washington, though some- 
what more Inhabited, 

In order to satisfy the .last desire of the 
pu...ic In regard lo all details of thhs dis- 
nster, die eonunlsslon has, as above indi- 
cated, stated lis belief as to any points

forth its recommendations for action by 
the government. 

11 Is necessary ami proper to establish 
responsibility In connection with this dis- 
aster and to censure any who may have 
been in riiult, but Ibis will not restore the 
lives of die victims nor will It protect 
passenger traffic in the future, if such 
a terrible disaster mdst occur, It, must be 
regarded primarily In die nature of a les- 
son for the future- a lesson not to bo dis- 
regarded—and If die government, acting 
upon Ibis lesson, shall make all reasonable 
provisions within Its power for the safe- 
guarding or this coast, the victims of tho 
Valencia will not have perished in vain.

The Royal Mail steamship Empress 
of China, which is duo today from the 
Orient, lias among- her passengers a 
distinguished Japanese, Viscount Aoki, 
the new Japaneso ambassador who is 
to replace Mr. Takahira, the retiring 
minister of Japan at Washington, D. 
C. Viscount Aoki Is famous because 
of his work In arranging the first 
treaty between Japan and Great Brit- 
ain, recently supplanted by the more 
far-reaching treaty which guaranteed 
the peace of the Orient and moreover 
the results of Japan's last victory. A 
.samurai of the noted Choshu chin, 
which is as famous because of the 
statesmen It has given to the nation 
as the Satsumn clan Is for the war- 
riors of Japan, lie was born a diplo- 
mat, and about thirty-live years ago 
■was sent as a youth to Germany to 
acquire the necessary western leaven. 
He was educated in Germany and 
allied himself, moreover, to the land 
of the Kaiser by marrying' a notable 
German lady, Baroness von Rahden. 
The marriage took place when Vis- 
count Aoki was Japanese minister to 
Germany at Berlin, where the dis- 
tinguished Japanese spent many years 
as his nation's representative! Tho 
marriage, which took place about a 
quarter of a century ago, created con- 
siderable commotion In Germany, as 
the Baroness belongs to ail ancient 
family, allied to the great houses of 
Gorman aristocracy, and it was the 
first instance of a European woman of 
rank marrying a Japanese, or, for the 
matter of fact, any Oriental; The 
union was, however, a very successful 
one. One of the Viscount's daugh- 
ters was married at Berlin to a Ger- 
man army officer, two years ago. 
Viscount Aoki has been twice foreign 
minister in the Japanese cabinet— once 
as a member of JIaiquis Ito's govern- 
ment. He retired about seven years 
ago' and has since not been in '.lie 
government service until he received 
his appointment to Washington when 
the legation was promoted to an em- 
bassy, In common with other lega- 
tions of tho Japanese government. 

In is not known by tiie oflleials of 
the C. P. R. S. S. Co. who have come 
to Victoria to meet the Incoming liner 
whether Admiral Sir Gerard Noel, the 
retiring commander-in-chief of the 
station, is a passenf/;r or not. H. 
Morlkawa, Japanese consul at Van- 
couver, accompanied by his wife and 
family, have arrived from Vancouver 
to meet Viscount Aoki. 



MARKET FOR SALMON. 

Suggestions for Salmon Shippers Who 
Want Japanese Business. 

Consulur Agent King of Hakodate) 
who is well known to local seating 
men because of his connection with 
Japanese sealing, has made a report 
to tho United States government in 
which he say.s there is a. good market 
for dry-salted salmon in Japan. In 
making shipments the following sug- 
gestions must he followed If they ex- 
pect to .receive full market price for 
their goods: 

Tlie salmon should arrive in Japan 
by December 1. Most of these ilsh 
are used among the Japanese for New 
Year's presents. After tho new year 
the price invariably declines 20 to ;!0 
per cent., ami lor a month or two are 
difficult to dispose of. as tho con- 
sumers always stock up before the 
new year. 

The salmon should weigh nor less 
1han five pounds when thoroughly, 
cured. They should be free from I 
spots, which are usually' found updn 
the salmon if caught in fresh or 
brackish water. No Japanese would 
think of giving a salmon with red and 
black spots tu a friend for a New 
Year's present, and spotted tish never 
realize more than half the price ob-| 
tainable for clean, white Bah, . Trie 
salmon should be split up ihe belly 
and should bo salted with lino suit. 
Coarse salt always tears the fiesli of 
the fish when being rubbed in. Care 
should bo taken that the fish are not 
oye rsalted. 

While the price of salmon will prob- 
ably be lower this year, llio war being 
finished, Japanese vessels • il( bo able 
to resume fishing operations in Sag- 
halin and Kamchatka, yet, if tlie 
above advice )k; closely followed, 
shippers will have no complaint to 



make as to tlie results they will ob- 
tain. 

NEW SURVEY STEAMER. 

Plans for Canadian Vessel for Hydro- 
graphic Service. 

The British Columbia Marine Rail- 
way Company has received plans and 
specifications of the survey steamer 
which the Dominion government has 
decided to build at a cost of $150,1100 
or thereabouts, and the Esquimau 
company will be one of the tenderers 
for tho building of tlie steamer. Tho 
plans call for the construction or a 
modern steamer, built of steel and to 
be classed Al at Lloyd's. The vessel 
will not be a large one— 183 feet long 
between perpendiculars, 21 feet beam 
and 15 feet deep, with a draught of 
11 feet, with twin screws and englned 
for 11% knots an hour. Utile lumse- 
work is Indicated above the main deck 
on the plans, consisting mainly of offi- 
cers' quarters and chart house.

the country after Sir Frauds Drake 
paid his visit to Southern California, in 
.luno, anil). In the diary kept of the 
exploration tour of Drake there is an 
entry of a landing made in a harbor on 
the Coast, which Mr. Watson would 
believe was Grays harbor, for two rea- 
sons. Besides tlie presence of the axe 
near there, be himself lias heard the 
Indians of the early days or Washing- 
ton sing songs of interminable length 
about "King Ill-Ho" tlie mime by which 
Drake was known to the tribes whore 
ho landed and took possession of the 
strange lands in the name of bis queen. 
Does Not Favor the Theory 

Prof. Meuny does not favor this 
theory, but, however, he has advanced 
several others in attempting to explain 
this unanswerable question. He says 
historians practically agree that Drake 
did not make any landings farther north 
on the Coast than old California. In 
this case he feels confident the axe could 
easily have found its way to the Grays 
harbor region, through the channels of 
hart or bid ween the Indian tribes. When 
Lewis and Clark crossed the Rocky 
mountains in 1805 tho.v mot with In- 
dians on the western slopes and at the 
bead waters of the Columbia, river who 
had never before seen a while man, yet. 
they wore fully acquainted Villi the uso 
of horses. On several occasions lie 
found copper kettles in use that worn 
exactly like those of Mexico, and one 
of tho Indians numbered among his 
holdings a mule and an old .Spanish sad- 
dle. I luring the lifetime of Iho undo 
tho tribes, trailing in turn with their 
neighbors' articles passed from Mexico 
as far north as Washington! In like 
loan nor axes presented to the southern 
California Indians by Drake could have 
reached tins state. His tour was only 
a few years before the tree sprouted. 

Thirty years before Drake paid bis 
respects to the Pacific ocean, while mak- 
ing his way back to England to avoid 
complications with the Spanish men-of- 
war, whoso treasure fleets he had plun- 
dered. Pernio sailed along the Pacific 
coast, charting it as fur north as the 
Dorty-scven th parallel, but made no land- 
ings. There is a possibility of sonic ex- 
ploring expedition visiting the Coast of 
which there is no record, with whom the 
natives Could have "swapped." At a 
much later period, in .Inly of l~7o. As- 
lecu landed at Point Grenville, north of 
Grays harbor. Gray landed with tho 
first party of Americans on tho Oregon 
coast in ITS!) and discovered Grays har- 
bor in 1702.

"To the Mayor of Vancouver: 

"Dear Sir— Noticing a day or two 
ago in the city papers that the council 
had raised the price of a wholesale 
licence to ?i>ni) per annum, mid as f 
consider this to be an unwarrantable 
imposition and clearly evident without 
consideration, I wish to Inform you 
that I will remove my business from 
this city, as it 1r not tho only shipping 
point on the coast. This information 
may be of no concern to you, but still 
I Impose it on you. 

"W. J. MASSRY." 

It was thought that tho fee of $600 
was out of proportion to that charged 
the hotels, which was $ti00 also. 

"It was nil right ns long as the 
council was raising the amounts for 
revenue purposes," Aid. Morton said, 
"but when it came to high licence to 
stop tho drink habit, that was another 
thing." 

The recommendation will be taken 
up by the council on Monday night. 
This reduction will apply to wholesale 
houses, bottling works and breweries. 



On March I3tli George W. Morley 
sailed from Seattle for tho far East; 
Recent inquiries through the consular 
service at Washington have brought to 
light the disappearance in northern Chi- 
na of Reuben II. .Morley, member of a 
family and 

the groat sacrifice "f his elder brother, 
George YV. Morley. who has left his 
young wife and family to search for biin 
in the wilds of China. The wonderful 
courage of George Morley, starting on 
this search for his brother, probably 
worn from any semblance of himself by 
hardship and hunger, in one of the thou- 
sands of villages throughout i uiufl, has 
excited the sympathy anil interest of 
the authorities and every effort is being 
made lo make his search a success. 

Reuben Morley sailed for China in 
the spring of lust year for the purpose 
of viewing the operations or tho Russian 
and Japaneso armies in -Manchuria, and 
all news of bint up to tho time of his 
disappearance is through letters written 
to his family. 

' -Morley and a Frenchman named Lie 
Verger, who claimed, to have boon in 
the French army, left Poking on Juno 
1st in the caravan of a German trader 
ntimed Dohr, who was taking supplies 
to the Russian army in Manchuria. 
Those three wort; tho only Europeans in 
the party and tho account of their ad- 
ventures and experiences, owing to their 
ignorance of the country and language, 
is extremely interesting. Tho first indi- 
cation of trouble, however, comes from 
Pang Hang iShun, it t. which place Mor- 
ley was robbed of all his silver and could 
not cash any of his drafts. 

Morley. who did not discover his loss 
until some lime after the caravan left 
Pang Gang Shan, returned immediately 
to prpcure a warrant ami search iho inn 
at which he had stopped. He was ac- 
companied for some distance by Lo Ver- 
ger, who, however, returned almost Im- 
mediately on some pretext of the dilTi- 
cullies of tho journey. The search was 
Of no avail, and he rejoined Le Ver- 
ger at Johol. Hero ho discovered from 
a Dr. Jameson that peace had boon de- 
clared between Japan and Russia, and 
Lo Verger was forced to return on ac- 
count, of having no passports, the two 
returned together. 

Shortly after tin's .Morley lost his 
passports and other \ ahiahlo possessions, 
nnd here all news of him ceases. 

Inquiries wore made at tho bank in 
Sugiiiaw vvlioro he had purchased his 
letters of credit, and it was found that 
two drafts had been cashed, both of 

which have boon declared forgeries. 
Though the older Morley does not attach 
any suspicion to Le Verger in any of lib 
lettprs, it was found upon inquiry that 
no such man was ever in the French 
army. 

The letters received from IJouben 11. 
Morley after the loss of his valuables 
disprove the theory of murder for rob- 
bery, but that and the two drafts, one 
cashed in Shanghai and the other at 
Colombo, Island of Ceylon, will be all 
that his brother will have to aid him in 
his .search. 



TEACHERS* INSTITUTE. 

Preparations for the Annua! Conven- 
tion to Be Held Hero in Juno. 

As announced by the Colonist some 
duys ago, tho annual meeting of the 
Provincial Teachers' Institute will be 
held In this city during the last week 
of the present school form. Subject 
to tho approval of their respective 
trustee boards, teachers will be per- 
mitted to close their schools on tho 
22nd Instead of the 20th of June, In 
order that they may attend tho meet- 
ing. 

Tho preparation of the programme 
Is so nearly completed that It will be 
ready for publication In a few days. 
The olllcers nnd executive committee 
appointed at tho meeting held last 
year In llovelstoke are responsible for 
all the arrangements, and as soon as 
these are completed roll Information 
with n copy of the programme will bo 
sent to every teacher In the province. 

11 Is customary on such occasions 
for tlie civic authorities and the teach- 
ers of the city in which these annual 
| moot lugs are held to join In extending 
a welcome and u generous hospitality 
to tho visiting teachers. A couple of 
weeks ago the city superintendent 
notified ilia Worship Mayor Morley 
that this year would bo Victoria's op- 
portunity to entertain tho institute; 
and on Thursday last a meeting of the 
local teachers was held for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether they wcro 
disposed to continue the custom of 
previous years in this respect. The 
voice of tho meeting was unanimous hi 
favor of doing so, and equally unani- 
mous in favor of an out-of-door func- 
tion rather than the somewhat stereo- 
typed evening reception. 

Though several plans were .suggest- 
ed, tho Idea of a picnic at the i'iorge 
park was the most popular; and the 
city superintendent was asked to ap- 
point a committeo to enquire into the 
feasibility of the suggestion, and ma- 
turo plans to be reported to the 
teachers as soon as possible. 

The executive of the Institute, as 
such, has nothing to do with this in- 
cident of the meeting except in pre- 
paring the programme to leave tho

THE MEETING TONIGHT. 



Wc trust that the meeting for this ev- 
ening at, which to receive the report of 
the oommitl.ee appointed on n. former oc- 
casion will be as large as the first, and 
as fairly representative. The strong 
feeling , that exists in the town at the 
•present time should not lie allowed to 
<lie out without sonicthisg substantial 
being effected as the result of the agita- 
tion. 

\V> trust, too, that an effort sil be 
made to include the whole o£ the Isl- 
and within the sphere of the proposed 
operations, and that that portion of the 
committee's report will bo amended ac- 
cordingly. There is a feeling of disap- 
pointment up the line and in other parts 
of the Island that it is proposed to limit 
the moveiuest to Victoria. If for no 
other than business reasons we should 
lend to cultivate the good will of all the 
sections of Vancouver Island towards 
this city, and we feel very certain that 
every effort to assist any other part of 
it will redound to our credit and mater- 
ial benefit. 



REPORT OF THE VALENCIA COM- 
MISSION. 

Report of The Valencia Commissions. 

The reports from the two t.njnrnis- 
sions — Canadian and American — to en- 
quire into the loss of the steamer 
Valencia have been published. The 
report of the Canadian commission 
was virtually in two parts, one part 
with refereuce to the actual cause of 
the disaster, and another containing cer- 
tain recommendations to ensure greater 
safety in the future. The report of the 
federal commission appointed by the 
President of the. United Slntes has just 
appeared from the official press and 1ms 
been published at considerable length in 
the Sunday papers. 

It is an extremely interesting docU: 
nicnt, inasmuch as it deals with a sub- 
ject about which there has been n grest 
deal of local discussion, from what might 
be termed largely an independent point 
of view. That is to say, while the evi- 
dence and the circumstances reviewed 
Were largely the same in both cases we 
have fin independent finding by an ex- 
tremely important and impartial body 
of men. Moreover, they have supple- 
mented their report with considerable 
matter of a statistical nature. For in- 
stance, wc are informed that "this en- 
trance to Puget Sound through the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca is probably the 
most important single entrance on the 
'Pacific Coast. The commission believes, 
from various estimates, that from 5,000,- 
000 to 6,000,000 tons of traffic a year 
pasa through this entrance, and the im- 
portance thereof is rapidly increasing. 
A number of important steamship lines, 
both passenger and freight, to the Orient 
and a vast amount of coastwise shipping 
bet ween the more southern ports on the 
Pacific Coast and Seattle, Tncoma, Ev- 
erett, BelHngham, Victoria and other im- 
portant Paget Sound cities, pass over 
this course." 

This is very interesting in itself, apart 
from the special circumstances to which 
it is intended to apply; and it is made 
the more so by the following statement 
of wrecks nt the point referred to: 

"Evidence covering a period from 1855 
to 1800, exhibited to the commission, 
showed wrecks of thirty-five vessels in 
as many years on the west shore of Van- 
couver in this vicinity, all of .which ves- 
sels had been trying to make this en- 
trance to the Straits; and since 1800 at 
least as large an additional proportion 
of vessels has gone ashore there, so it 
is safe to say that at least nn average of 
one wreck a year occurs in this locality, 



and probably during the time those rec- 
ords have been kept in the hist fifty 
years, between 500 and 700 lives have 
been lost there, to say nothing of millions 
of dollars worth of property. Cape 
Flattery, therefore, and its Immediate 
vicinity ' is the key or turning point of 
the entrance to the Straits and is of the 
utmost importance to navigators." 

The findings of the commission prac- 
tically agree with those of the Canadian 
commission in respect to the immediate 
cause of the disaster, in that that deplor- 
able event was due to the faulty navi- 
gation of tbo commander. Captain John- 
son. The report states that "he appears 
to have been a man of good character, 
sober and with a good reputation ns a 
seaman, but his management of the ves- 
sel on this trip was unsatisfactory on 
several points;" but it goes much farther 
and deals with a number of subjects. 
The Pacific Steamship company comes 
under review, and gets credit for acting 
promptly and for having taken measures 
as complete ns possible, with the single 
exception "that Capt. Cousins should 
have been ordered to stop nt Jv'oah Bay 
on his way down to the wreck with 
the Queen, so as to pick up there, if 
possible, any available sea-going tug that 
might, be in. that bay or vicinity." The 
report thinks that the Queen and the 
Topeka should have 6 stood by. The 
order given to the Queen from the To- 
peka at 11 o'clock Wednesday off the 
wreck to leave the scene and return to 
Victoria was wrong. 'This is discussed 
at some length, but it is unnecessary 
here to refer to all the reasons. This is 
tne reference to the Czar and the Salvor, 
care being taken as will be seen to re- 
frain from reflections upon what are 
two foreign vessels. "(0) As to the con- 
duct of the Czar and the Salvor, the 
commission is under certain peculiar re- 
strictions in stating any definite conclu- 
sions. These vessels are not of Ameri- 
can registry and their officers are not 
subject to American laws. Furthermore 
they owed no duty under the circum- 
stances except that of ordinary human- 
ity; and, finally, with one exception, 
none of the officers of these vessels ap- 
peared before the commission. Also, a 
conflict of testimony exists as to wheth- 
er the Czar, when she left the scone of 
the wreck, knew there was life on board 
the wreck or had any reason to think 
it possible. 

"The established facts, therefore, are 
that the Czar, in company with the Sal- 
vor, lay off the wreck near the Queen 
while the wreck was visible; that the 
Czar approached within possible a mile 
or a mile and a halt of the wreck; that 
she shipped considerable water: that 
she came back at once to the Queen and 
reported that there was no life on the 
wreck; that Capt. Cousins told her that 
there was life there; that it is uncertain 
whether the officers of the Czar under- 
stood this information; that the Czar 
then stated that she was 'going fur shel- 
ter,' and in company with the Salvor 
left the scene while the wreck was 
.still visible. Any judgment of this con- 
duct of the Czar and the Salvor must 
turn about the one point as to whether 
the captain of the Czar know there was 
life on the wreck or whether he had any 
reason whatsoever to consider it possi- 
ble." 

Generally speaking the equipment of 
the Valencia is well spoken of. No loss 
of life is attributable to any defect in 
that respect. There is a doubt as to the 
character of the life buoys used, and as 
the government regulations permit the 
use of tulc life-preservers there is no 
reasonable criticism against the steam- 
ship company on that score. Opinions 
have differed on one or two points here 
discussed with a great deal of official 
delicacy and not without diplomacy: 

"It was practically the unanimous 
opinion of a large number of witnesses 
that the ordinary lifebonts could have 
been safely taken in toward the wreck 
as long as they kept outside of flic line 
of breakers. Outside of this line the sea 
was not combing or breaking, and small 
boats would have been perfectly safe. 
This line of breakers was probably not 
more than 100 to 1200 yards out from the 
bow of the Valencia.- Had the Queen 
and the Topeka both remained on the 
spot, and had the wreck been again lo- 
cated, a number of hoats might have 
been held just outside the line of break- 
ers, nnd some of the survivors drifting 
seaward would have been picked up. 
Furthermore, had this close approach 
been made to the line of breakers with 
the boats the men in them might have 
seen reason to change their opinion that 
n boat could not be gotten through the 
breakers, and a rescue might have thus 
been attempted directly to the wreck. 
Moreover, hud bonts been thus sent in 
to the line of breakers before the wreck 
was again located, its location might 
have been ascertained in tills way. But 
for some reason no boats were lowered 
for this purpose. It was claimed by 
some witnesses that it was unsafe to 
lower a boat from the Queen on that 
day, but, ns a matter of fact, the To- 
peka did lower a boat with safety and 
without difficulty about an hour later to 
pick up the raft. 

"On this point, therefore, the commis- 
sion desires to express no opinion, but 
is compelled to observe that there was 
certainly no display of the heroic during 
that has often marked other such emer- 
gencies in our merchant marine." 

Much is expressed in the Inst para- 
graph, in which the commissioners have 
expressed somewhat guardedly what 
many felt nt the time. 

The most important part of the re- 
port deals with the lack of aids to nav- 
igation on this coast, and on this point 
nothing which the Colonist has said on 
the subject hns been more strongly ox- 
pressed: "Reserving the most important 
conclusion for the Inst, the commission 
desires to emphasize, as the primary aud 



greatest cause of the loss of life, the de- 
fective state of the Bids' to navigation 
and preservation of life in the. shape of 
light houses, fog signals, life-saving 
equipment and moans of communication 
in the vicinity of the wreck." We wish 
to call attention particularly to the 
statement, which applies even more forci- 
bly to conditions which exist on this side 
than on the American side of the line: 
"it is believed by the commission, based 
upon the assurances of important steam- 
boat interests on this coast, that as 
soon as the government establishes wire- 
less outfits at Cape Flattery wireless 
apparatus will also be installed on a 
large number of steamers on this coast, 
so that intelligence cnti he transmitted 
from them to the lighthouse at Cape 
Flattery and also to this proposed now 
life-saving tug at Nenh Bay. The ques- 
tion of communication wus one which 
played a very serious part in the Valen- 
cia disaster. Had there been ,n wireless 
apparatus at Cape Flattery at that time 
it is almost certain that rescue tugs 
could have been nt the scene of the 
wreck by Tuesday evening, nt least 
twelve hours before the rescue fleet 
actually got; there, and if the Valencia 
had also been equipped with wireless ap- 
paratus the rescue tugs oo'uW probably 
have been at the scene of the wreck 
early Tuesday morning, 

"The entire Pacific Coast, including 
the coast of Alaska, is now comprised 
within two lighthouse districts with 
three* lighthouse tenders. At least one 
new lighthouse district should be estab- 
lished in order to accomplish anything 
like a proper supervision of this terri- 
tory. Upon a comparatively equal 
stretch of coast on the Atlantic, there 
are eight, lighthouse districts, with thir- 
ty-eight lighthouse tenders of various 
sizes." 

The commissioners make a number of 
important recommendations, which in- 
clude lightships, wireless telegraphy, im- 
proved lighting service. telegraphic 
wiring along the bleak aud inhospitable 
const .to be covered, improved fog sig- 
nals, and a powerful stoamgolng tug, 
with all improved life-saving appliances 
on board. The recommendations are, of 
course, to the United States gov- 
ernment to be carried out as ' far 
as they are practicable. We have 
no doubt, however, that an effort 
will be made towards co-operation of 
some kind between the two govern- 
ments, seeing that there is much in 
common in the reports uf the two coin- 
missions, and that there would be un- 
necessary duplication of facilities pro- 
vided of, both were fully carried into ef- 
fect. » • . 

Wc have just received a copy of Han- 
sard containing the report of speech;* 
to .which reference -was made in Our 
telegraphic news several days ago. More 
than forty pages of the House of Com- 
imons debates arc taken up. The sub- 
ject was introduced by Mr. Macphcrson, 
of Vancouver, who used very straight 
language in calling the attention of tin 
government to what could not go o:i 
longer- without itw officially condoning 
murder. Mr. Itnlph Smith, Mr. Sloan, 
and Mr. .1. 15. Kennedy, representing 
Britisli Columbia, also spoke, while the 
discussion was participated in by Hon. 
Mr. Teiiipleimin, lien. Mr. Brodeur. 
minister of marine and fisheries, nnl 
Mr. U. L. Borden. Taking the debate 
in question ami the report of the Ameri- 
can commission, it will lie found that 
the position taken by the Colonist tiaj 
■been fully confirmed. Wc do not know 
that we ever stated anything strongei 
aliout the Valencia than the following 
by Mr. Macphcrson: 

"The sad story of that wreck is that 
for twenty-four hours, the Valencia; with 
her ill-fated passengers, were piled upon 
the rocks and there was no arm long 
enough lind no arm strong enough Vj 
save any of those miserable people wh > 
went down with the ship, some 12U 
souls, I am told. 1 wish to say, Mr. 
Speaker, recognizing the full responsi 
bility that rests upon mo in making the 
statement, thai, unless isome radical 
measures an? taken to reduce to a mini- 
•mum the dangers which exist on the 
.west coast of Vancouver island, unless 
.something is done by 'air government 
and by the department of murine and 
fisheries, it is, in my opinion, only con- 
doning murder. 'That may seem a strong 
statement to make, and may be a strong 
statement for me to make, Mr. Speaker, 
but, if anybody -av is lies ttt combat that 
statement 'let him talk to the widows 
and orphans who are left and wild are 
sighing: 

For tne touch of n vanished hand, 

And the .sound of a voice that Is still. 

"I say further that had there been 
any means by 'which boats could littv-j 
been gotten to the steamship Valencia, 
there would not have been the sad tale 
Of 'loss k»f life, then; would not be the 
sad hearts in Britisli Columbia wiio to- 
day mourn for those who met death in 
that disaster. 

"Of course twenty yours is not n very 
long time in the life of a nation. Twenty 
years ago we hud not as many boats 
plying to oui' (shores as we have today* 
but, sir, 1 think sometimes that just 
ibecause the province of British Colum- 
bia is a long piece away from the east 
our government, sometimes may consider 
that they do not require the same 
amount of looking after that they have 
on the Atlantic coast."

Sir — I hasten to assure "One of the 
Mothers" that .Miss Cameron lias not suf- 
fered a change or heart towards the 
Mothers' club. . Tlie Colonist of April -1 
stnted that at the last meeting of the 
Club "two little girls with gold crowns" 
took up a collection for the Home Nurs- 
ing society, for which Ilisliop l'errln 
warmly thanked tuein. In my opinion It 
was a direct contravention of the school 
by-laws, which state thnt "no matters of 
business shall lie transacted in any school 
except such as are directly connected with 
the legitimate work of the school." 

The work of the Mothers! club (all honor 
to It— would thnt we had more such!) Is 
directly connected with tne , legitimate 
work of the school; that of the Home 
Nursing society Is not. 

My opinions of the Mothers' club are] 
summed up In an address given before the ' 
Dominion of Canada Educational associa- 
tion nt Its last annual meeting in Winni- 
peg, anil repented before the recent con- 
ference of British Columbia .school trus- 
tee* in Victoria: "We have in Victoria a 
very live and vigorous Mothers' club; It 
meets fortnightly In one of the ward 
school buildings, and parents from every 
district, in the elty intend It. I reaPy 
think It is the most cosmopolitan society 
In Victoria. At the last meeting I in- 
tended, the chair was taken* by a cul- 
tured woman, wife of a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary to the Chinese, herself a converted 
,Tc,\C6s; a Socialist lady sat nt her right 
band, while the president of n Theosophi- 
cnl society passed round the ten! Trying 
hard to live up hi I lie broad views of my 
surroundings, 1 presented Kailyard Kip- 
ling as an authority on pedagogues. This 
■Mothers' club is largely made up of those 
who do not belong to the leisure classes, 
the discussions do them good, and they 
do good to tlie teachers.'' 

I think/ It was the Colonist that spoke 
editorially the other day of some one's 
heart "being in the right direction" to- 
ward the orphanage. My heart Is "In tlie 
right direction" towards the Mothers' 
Club. In extending to my unknown cor- 
respondent Enster greet lags of good will, 
may I with the utmost kindliness and good 
humor couple with them just two sugges- 
tions? 

The first Is in tlie words of Kipling: 
"Keep ye the law. 
He swift in all obedience." 
The second Is my own: "It Is a good 
plan never to write anything to which 
you are either afraid or ashamed to sign

THE CITY OF GREAT ENDEAVOR. 

Sir— Every city has lis own peculiar 
characteristics almost as strongly marked 
as those of human beings, aud It Is in- 
teresting to nolo how these characteristics 
affect tlie caaiacters of the Inhabitant*, 
While, In tu :n, the latter react upon the 
city nnd exenlse a powerful Influence in 
moulding its features and general aspect. 

Thus London may be called the city of 
vaxtness, Tads |ne city of gaiety, Florence 
the city of an and beauty; Boston the city 
of c.ulturc; a id similarly other more or 
less famous cities of the world have each 
their peculiarities nnd special at tributes. 

Many epithets have been applied to Vic- 
toria, micb us the picturesque, the Beau* 
liful, the City of'Hoiuis, 1111(1 so forth, 
but to my mind ■ ils most appropriate 
name would be "The City of Great En- 
deavor." 

This name is due to her on account of 
the spirit of her Inhabitants and of their 
never-ceasing efforts to beautify and Im- 
prove their city In every possible way. 

Her public works are undertaken la no 
petty or parochial spirit, nor are her pub- 
lic buildings erected on menu or niggardly 
lines. Everything Is carried out on large 
nnd broad-minded principles and always 

with a view to futue dcvclopi its. 

Victoria and the Victorians must ever 
be first, or nowhere; and how frequently 
tney succeed in being lirst is told by her 
records In the various spurts and pastimes 
that are so earnestly pursued. 

What if a building here or there may 
seem too large for present requirements; 
or out of senle with Its surroundings — 
your VIcforlKU lias a perfect confidence 
that the place will grow Mil all Is reduced 
to propel' proportions, 

Where we look for evidences of tbo fu- 
ture greatness of this city— it Is not the 
ever-Increasing volume of her trade, the 
growing local Industries, Hie vast tourist 
trutnc, nor even I he advent of the C. 1'. 
R. upon tlie scene wltti the avowed Inten- 
tion of developing the resources of the 
Island— it Is none of these that convince 
us, but rather II i.s the spirit of her In- 
habitants and the manner in which they 
approucb the problems of tlie future that 
leave no doubl in our minds us to the 
ultimate issue. 

There is. however, at present one blot 
upon the fair prospect, and that i.s that 
Victoria lias at present no place of public 
worship worthy of her progressive aud 
grandiose Ideas. 

When her people can spare time from 
more material and, perhaps, more press- 1 
log needs to consider tile subject, of moral 
Influence and sentiment, we may hope to 
see the city dominated by a cathedral 
building worthy of a site of almost 1111- 
purallclod beauty and forming a fitting 
monument to tlie public spirit of her.

FLOOR SCRAPER. 

Easily Manipulated for Scraping the 
Surface of Floors. 

in the illustration below is shown an 
lownn Inventor's Improved floor scraper, 
which can be readily manipulated for 
scraping the surfaces of floors, etc. It Is 
made of sheet metal, In two sections, 
which are pivoted at the sides. Between 
the extremities of each section the scraper 
blade is secured and held In position by a 
thumbscrew in the handle socket. By 
turning the thumbscrew the. back section 
forces the bbnle against the front section 
and holds it In position. [Between the 




front and back is a corrugated strip, I lie 
upper end of the blade tilting Into the cor- 
rugations nnd controlling the Incline of 
the blade. Two handles are used, con- 
nected by n brace rod, one person drawing 
tlie vertical handle toward him and an- 
other person bearing on the oblique han- 
dle. Tlie scraper can be adjusted to the 
desired plane by changing the position in 
the recesses of the corrugated strip.

Representative. 



Washington, April 10. — Sir Chen 
Tung Liang Cheng, the Chinese minis- 
ter to tho United Stntes, has taken is- 
riio wiili Representative Deuby, of 
Michigan, on the question of the re- 
sponsibility for the issuance of fraud- 
11I011 certificates of admission to the 
United States. 

Mr. Deuby stated to tho house com- 
inuttce on foreign affairs, during ttio 
hearing of the Foster bill amendment to 
.the exclusion act, that the fact of. those 
certificates were found to be fraudulent 
was pretty fair evidence of the fraud of 
the Chiue.se officials.

certificates from the Chinese govern- 
ment is, he isayjs, but S pen cent, of the 
total number seeking admission. "Where 
did the !)2 per cent, set their certifi- 
cates'.'" lie asked, and; then 

Proceeds to Answer tho Question 
by stating that, under the regulations 
or the invniignitioh service officials in 
the following countries are permitted to 
jssue certificates: Vancouver, Victoria, 
'New "West mi list er, Ottawa, Cuba, Ger- 
nnan protectorate of Kiautchos.

Washington, April Hi.— Now Niagara 
anils may still retain Its beamy ami j 
grandeur and at the same time ,.o har- 
nessed to sufficient electric generators 
to revolutionize, the industrial output of 
northwestern New Yuri; was explained 
to the house committee on rivers and 
harbors today by a delegation represent- 
ing the ..Niagara County Irrigation and 
Water Supply company. H. L. Cooper, 
in charge of the engineering features o£ 
the company, presented n plan which 
he said could be easily 'ncccimplis-Iied, 
and which would 1101 only preserve but 
increase the amount of water going over 
the America 11 side of the lulls, and I 
would also permit the use of such water ; 
as his company would need in carryinig 1 
out its plans. This plan was to lower- 
the bed of the river for a short dis- 
hi nee above 'the falls. This would draw j 
water from the Canadian side. 

Ho explained there would bo no oh- j 
jectioil to line-, ns the (original treaty, j 
now iii force, provides Cor an equal J 
division of the water, and it was well 
known, he *ili(l. that at present the 
Canadian side obtained greatly over half 
the Ilo'w.

The N'anaiino Free Press in its issue 
of Saturday lust says: Bryan AVil- 
liams, game warden for British Col- 
umbia, who was in the city over 
night, was asked by the Free Press to 
explain the steps that led to the mon- 
ster petition sent from this district 
sonic time ago protesting- against the 
organizing of the country Into game 
districts. 

Mr. Williams thinks that the action 
taken by some 1200 sportsmen between 
here and Duncan iyho signed the peti- 
tion was the result of a misapprehen- 
sion, and In explanation throws some 
new light on the whole affair that may 
change the attitude of some sports- 
men In doubtless making them advo- 
cates of what they formerly opposed. 

Mr. Williams says that the impre- 
slon that the C. P. R. wished to re- 
serve certain lands for shooting pur- 
poses was all a mistake. He lias 
been an enthusiastic firame hunter In 
British Columbia for the past twenty 
years. During that time he has seen 
game gradually decreasing nhd in 
some sections certain species, such as 
the elk at Comox, have become very 
scarce. 

The C. P. R. officials have likewise 
noticed this. Now, one, of the big 
sources of revenue to the C. P. R. has 
been the abundance of game In the 
province. With the growing scarcity 
of game elsewhere, such as is found 
more particularly on Vancouver 
Island, the game regions on this island 
became a valuable source of revenue 
to the C. P. R. The great number 
who have been hunting here, however, 
and the practical non-observance of 
all the game laws, lead the C. P. R. 
I to perceive that in a very short space 
of time game would become scarce 
and cease to be n drawing card for 
the local sportsmen traveling on Its 
' line, as hundreds travel along the line 
i Saturdays and Sundays during the 
| shooting season. 

! In order to preserve this heritage, 
then, the C. P. R. some time ago pro- 

| posed to have the game regions 
divided into organized districts. The 
Idea was to have a special game war- 
den appointed for each district, not to 
prevent anyone shooting- therein, but 
for the soie purpose of seeing that 
the game laws were carried out. Cltl- 

I zens of the country as well as tourists 

! would have exactly the same privil- 

j eges, the right to shoot when and how 
they pleased so long as the game laws 
were preserved. The idea was the 
same, said Mr. Williams, as that of 
your local Rod and Gun Club, the 

I initial aim of all true sportsmen— the 
preservation of game to the mutual 

I enjoyment of nil, with equal rights to 

! all. 

The government approved of the 
plans advanced by the railway com- 
I pany, but did not see their way clear 
to provide from the revenue for the 
maintenance of these wardens when 
the C. P. Rl stepped in and offered to 
provide the money for the salaries of 
these men. This would have worked 
advantageously to all, the game would 
have been protected, and the com- 
pany, which of course Is like all com- 
panies, not a philanthropic organiza- 
tion, could have been well repaid In 
I being able to derive a considerable 
i revenue from local hunters' passenger 
travel, which fact would have also 
been an advantage to a considerable 
I extent to the country itself In a com- 
I merclal way. 

I When this move was announced the 
| Impression went abroad that the E. & 
\ X. district was to be set apart for the 
| C. P. R. tourists, to the exclusion of 
! those living on the Island; and here, 
says Mr. Williams, the howl arose, 
one result of which was a petition 
from Nanahno and Ladysmith pro- 
I testing against such action. 

After the petition reached the legis- 
lature, the I'. P. R. said, "Well, if you 
don't want your game protected, we 
have nothing more to do in the mat- 
i ter," and hence they dropped the. ae- 
i tion. 

Mr. Williams believes that the mat- 
ter, If presented In Its true light, will 
culminate In all opposition to 'the or- 
ganized districts being dropped, and 
with that end in view he lies made 
this trip to this district. At Comox 
this week he addressed the Gun Club 
and as a result that club is about to 
get up a petition to rescind the former 
action and allow the C. P. R. to go 
ahead with the organized district. 

Continuing, he said that game re- 
serves tire sometimes conflicted with 
organized districts. A game reserve 
really means setting apart certain dis- 
tricts where game shall feed unmo- 
lested from any source whatever, no 
one being allowed to hunt there. In 
this way the game has a chance to j 
increase and spread to the other dis- 
tricts where hunting is allowed, thus 
ensuring a perpetual supply of game i 
tar Hunters, 

In closing the Interview Sir. Wil- i 
Hams said: ".Make it. very clear that 
if something is not. done soon to In- j 
urease and protect our game, in a j 
very short time there will be no game | 
In the country, and many will lose a 
favorite pastime and the island one nf 
Its attractions. Also Impress on your ; 
readers that farmers have nothing to 
fear from any of these changes should 
'they be made, as they will always j 
have the privilege of shooting any ! 
game found on their premises doing 
harm to their crops and lands. 

"Talking about tourists," said the 
game warden; "the principal game 
tourists are after Is big horn, moose, 
caribou and grizzly, .ill of which are 
principally sought on the Mainland."
